the point of settlement than it was when Congress assembled in the 
beginning of December. The various rumours of settlement, or of 
greater progress by negotiation towards a settlement, appear to be 
groundless reports. Mr Polk says, that so far from any reasons 
existing why he should modify or recall the recommendations con- 
tained in his annual message, relating to the increase of the military 
and naval force of the Union, “on the contrary, reasons exist which, in 
my judgment, render it proper not only that they should be promptly 
carried into effect, and that additional provision should be made for the 
public defence.” Beyond this unpleasing announcement, after so 
many rumours that some progress had been made towards a settle- 
ment, we see nothing in the message itself$to excite either disap- 
pointment or fears beyond what all the world knew to exist before- 
hand. It should certainly excite no surprise that, in pursuance with 
the language of the annual message, the President should now recom- 
mend to Congress to make those preparations which he then pointed 
out as being needful for the national defence. It is only what this 
country has been doing for more than a year past. But we regret to 
see that Mr Polk, in spjte of the strong opinion expressed by the 
public opinion in the Srarrs against his “ whole of Oregon” policy, 
still persists in reiterating it in this last message. 

The most important document, however, which comes by this 
packet in relation to this question, is the speech of Mr Webster. 
That speech, taken in connexion with the strong and general ex- 
pression of public opinion, shows that there is not now any party in 
the United States which will assent to any more favourable terms 
than the 49th degree to the western coast. The only further matter 
of concession which any party in America now admits as open 

to negotiation, isthe free navigation of the Columbia, and the joint 

use of some of the harbours on the coast north of the mouth of the 

Columbia. This, therefore, would be to reduce the terms obtained 

by England exactly to those offered in 1827, and rejected by us. 

So much, therefore, is now clear. If England cannot accept the 

offer made by Mr Polk last year, of the 49th degree, or the same 

offer so far modified as to include the navigation of the Columbia, 
according to the proposal made in 1827, war between the two coun- 
tries may be considered as inevitable. There does not appear to be 

a single party in America, however violently opposed to the views of 

Mr Polk, that does not admit that no further concession than this 

can be made witha regard to the honour of the country. This may 

be said to be the ultimatum of the most moderate party in the States, 
in support of which a war would be a matter of universal approval. 
| Mr Webster's speech is remarkable for the severity with which it 
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treats the ultra pretensions of the President, and for the high and 
temperate tone in which it deals with the whole question. But with 
regard to the 49th degree, as the most southe: ly boundary to which 
the United States can ever assent, Mr Webster is equally firm and 
decided. He says,— 





“The Gevernment of the United States has never offered any line south of f 
nine (with the navigation of the Columbia), and it never will.

Mr Webster represents a large party—the largest and most influential 
opposed to the Government. ‘The Government itself holds language 
much more ultra. With Mr Polk’s immediate supporters nothing 
short of 54 deg. 40 sec. is admitted as the boundary to which America 
should adhere. The supporters of this extreme opinion are some- 
what on the decrease, but no one is found in Congress or publicly to 
advocate or admit any concession beyond the 49th degree. The 
question is so far, then, narrowed. Beyond the arrangement pointed 
to by Mr Webster, no concession is now possible on the part of 
America. ‘Those who advocate negotiation and even compromise all, 
point in explicit terms to that as the extreme point that can be 
yielded. It would, therefore, be the sheerest folly for this country 
to look at the question in any other light. We do not 
know officially the ultimatum of the President himself; but we 
do know the ultimatum of the American people, and that is 
much more important. We now know the point, to maintain which 
all parties in America are prepared to hazard a war; and knowing 
this, it would be criminal and childish not to look it full in the face. 
If America persists in refusing arbitration, the one only question 
which England has to decide is, are we, or are we not, prepared to 
accept the conditions offered in 1827? If we are, further negotiation 
may be useful in obtaining those terms, and we should hope without 
much difficulty. Public opinion in America would not support any 
government ,in hazarding a rupture by withholding tthose terms. 
But if we are not so prepared to accept those terms, if unhappily our 
Government should feel that the natioval honour would be sacrificed 
by such an arrangement, then is it of no use hiding the fact from 
ourselves, that war is inevitable, however deplorable such a necessity 
may be. 

It seems, however, generally to be feared in the United States, 
that questions of etiquette and punctilio are interrupting the nego- 
tiation, endangering by delays the chances of a peaceful settlement. 
The concluding remarks of Mr Webster’s speech on this subject, and 
the strong desire expressed for the preservation of peace, are each 
worthy the attention of those at the head of the Governments on 
both sides, Mr, Webster said,— 

“And now, Mr President, if this be so, why should this settlement be longer de- 
layed? Why should either Government hold back longer from doing that which b 








I think, can see must be done, if they would avoid a rupture? Every hour’s delay is 
injurious to the interests of both countries. It utes both, disturbs their business, 
interrupts their intercourse, and may in time seri y affect their friendly and pect- 
ful feeling towards each other. Mlaving said this, Mr President, it would be needless 
for me, even if it were proper, toadd more, I have expressed my own opinions pla 

and without disguise. I think I see clearly where this business must end, if it is to end 
without serious collision ; and I earnestly hope that those in whose S power i

We adverted Jast week to the fact that in the progress of society 
the necessary subsistence of mankind is obtained by a diminish- 
ing quantity of labour. Skill and knowledge come to its aid, or 
to supply its place, and while the rude labour of the savage can 
scarcely sustain his own existence, the informed labour of the 
civilized agriculturist subsists not only himself, but the rent and 
the tithe owner, the tax-gatherer, the merchant and the manufac- 
turer, the artist and the menial, the soldier and the sailor, with all 
the numerous classes which make up modern society. The pro- 
duce of his labour, beyond that which is necessary for his own 
subsistence, is that on which all other men subsist. In 
portion, therefore, as his labour is made effective by "isd dge 
and skill, so great is the number of persons who can be fed with- 


pro- 


out engaging in agriculture, and can devote themselves to other 
occupations. They constitute the market for all which the agri- 
culturist produces more than suffices for his own subsistence. They 
pay him for that produce by the produce of their own labour. The 


important fact that agric ultural labour becomes efficacious as so- 
ciety advances, supplies the explanation of the increase of a town 
population in all the countries of the civilized world. The arts 
which are there practised, and the various commodities which are 
there produced, supply the stimulus to agricultural skill, and the 
motives for its exertion.

Ireland accepted the terms, and in consequence of the compact abstained 
from the woollen manufacture, and even by a temporary act Inid a duty 
equal to a prohibition on the exportation of wool and all kind of woollen 
goods. LKngland, however, did not abstain from the linen manufacture, but 
carried it on to fully as great an extent as Ireland; and, moreover, without 
consulting the Parliament of Ireland, passed an act making the heavy duties 
on the exportation of Irish wool, &c., perpetual, by which, and some others 
that followed, the woollen trade of Ireland was annihilated.” “ The conse- 
quences were,” it is said in a note, “the woollen manufacture for Ireland 
was cntirely{destroyed ; several thousand manufacturers left the kingdom; the 
southern and western districts—the very places now the most suffering 
from an excess of agricultural population—were almost depopulated, and 
the wlicle kingdom was reduced to the utmost poverty and distress.” 

Mr M‘Culloch asserts that “there is no ground for supposing” 
that this arbitrary and fraudulent annihilation of the first great 
manufacture that could well arise in a country destitute of coal, 
but abounding in animals, was “ productive of any real injury to 
Ireland.” But when we recollect how one manufacture grows 
from another—how comparatively easy a weaver of woollen be- 
comes a weaver of silk or cotton—how readily the skilful carpenter 
and smith,whose combined labours make aloom, can together make 
other similar machines, perhaps a printing press, which never 
could be made but where there were skilful carpenters and smiths 
—when we recollect in what manner the savings of a manufacturer 
in one branch of business enable and encourage him to start an- 
other, so that a little overplus of skilled labour and capital in one 
become the foundation of a new art, the assertion that the an- 
nihilation of the woollen manufacture was of no real injury to 
Ireland, is eveu more hazardous and more incorrect than the as- 
sertion that Ireland never has been a manufacturing country. 
Certainly she has not been a manufacturing country in modern 
times, since England annihilated her woollen manufacture by po- 
litical force and fraud; but we have quoted examples of her early 
manufacturing skill sufficient to warrant us in concluding that no- 
thing in the country, nothing in the people, has prevented Ire- 
land from keeping abreast in the race with others. For her want 
of a manufacturing and town population, we must look, therefore, 
to acts of Parliament, and not to natural causes. 

Very early do we find a trading jealousy existing in the para- 
mount State of the prosperity of Ireland, and very early were acts 
of Parliament passed to check it. In 1288 an act was passed by 
which “merchants were permitted to export corn and other 
“victuals only to England and Wales.”’ In 1669 a statute recited

A NOBLE CONVERT. 

If the progress of the free-trade measures before Parliament has 
been somewhat interrupted by the Easter recess, it is at least gratify- 
ing to know that there have been during that period most signal evi- 
dences of the advancement in public opinion in favour of the minis- 
terial policy, and that too in quarters which cannot but exercise a 
most favourable effect upon the future fate of the bill for the repeal 
of the corn laws. 

The speech which the Earl of Essex addressed on Saturday last to 
the Farmer's Club at Watford cannot be read without producing the 
deepest emotion of respect for his lordship’s judgment, and of admi- 
ration at his candid avowal ofhis changed opinions. But Lord Essex 
does not alone recant his opinions; he furnishes so true and so clear 
an exposition of his new faith to his audience, that shows he has been 
as anxious an inquirer after the truth, as he has proved a sincere and 
honest convert when it was found. ‘The explanation which his lord- 
ship offers of the immediate cause which has led to so marked a 
change in his opinions since December last, is worthy of a high and 
honourable mind, which is above all things concientiously desirous to 
discharge a grave duty. Lord Essex may speak with feelings © akin 
to shame,” but such shame will secure for him the honour and re- 
gard of his country. His lordship said :—

Auction or Inptan Cornn.—Mr. Frederick Hall sold 3,000 bushels 
of Indian corn, and 100 casks of Indian meal, |]196lbs each, at her 
Majesty's victualling yard, Haulbowline, on Thursday. The cornand 
meal consisted of such portion of the cargoes imported by government 
for the poor of Ireland as had become damaged on the voyage from 
America. The auction created much interest among corn-factors, 
mill-owners, and Jarge agriculturists, and was numerously attended. 
The sale was very brisk, the meal and corn being sought for to feed 

cattle, and the prices brought were beyond appraisement. The meal 
brought from 9s 6d to 7s per barrel, and the corn from 3s 2d to 3s Id 
and 2s the bushel. ‘The corn was sold in lots of 500 bushels, and the 
meal of five casks each.—Cork Constitution. 


Dutcn Trave with Rvussta.—Accounts from St Petersburgh, of 
the 21st of March, inform us that Dutch ships are to be treated on the 
same footing as Russian ships in all ports of the Russian empire, with | 
respect to the tonnage duties, and that henceforward goods and mer- 
chandise brought direct by Dutch ships shall not be subje ct to higher 
duties than if imported under the Russian flag. With respect to the 
indirect trade, which is still under conside ration, we have reason to 
hope that satisfactory regulations may soon be adopted on that point 
also. 

Leiriu.—Extensive Imports.—The good effects of the new tariff | 
are already appearing in many branches ‘of trade. Since our last, to | 
wit, within the last ‘thre e@ days, upwards of 4,000 quarters of wheat

So 
full are our bonded ware «wes fh, that grain, chie fly of wheat, is being 
sent to Fisherrow and Granton for stowage.—Scotsman. 

Tue Mancuester Custom-House.—We have seen a return of the 
amount of duties received at the Manchester custom-house during 
the quarter ended on the 5th instant, which shows a great and rapid 
increase in the business of the bonded warehouses here. The amount 
received during the last quarter, notwithstanding the general depres- 
sion in business which has existed during a considerable portion of 
the time, was no less than 38,427/ 5s 3d; whilst that received in the 
corresponding quarter of 1845, was only 11,043/ 5s 7d; showing an | 
increase, in twelve months, of about three and a half to one. —Man- 
chester Guardian, 


Important RepvuctTion In THE CarriaGeE oF Goops.—Another 
important reduction has just been made by the directors of the Lon- 
don and Birmingham railway company, in their rate for goods from | 
Birmingham to London. We understand that the charge for the 
conveyance of hardware and manufactured goods for any distance 
over fifty miles is now reduced to 2d per ton per mile, including lo- 
comotive power, and all charges except for collecting and delivery. 
We are also informed that the company intend, by a bill which they 
have now before parliament, to propose this as the maximum rate 
which they shall have the power of charging. The following state- | 
ment will afford some idea of the effect of a reduction in charges on 
the carriage of goods by railway. It appears that in the quarter 
ending Dece mber 1844, the quantity of goods carried on the London 
and Birmingham line was 85,520 tons, the receipts for which was | 

4,824/. In the corresponding quarter ending December 1845 (a large 
id having taken place in the charges in the interval), the quan- 
tity carried was 129,560 tons, being an increase of 44,040 tons on the 
quarter, but in respect of the entire tonnage during the latter quarter 
the receipts were only 51,484/, or an increase of 6,660/, scarcely suffi- 
cient to answer the increased expences attending the larger amount 
of business done.—Afid/and Counties Herald.

Ac- 
companying the report is an apps ndix containing an extract from 
the report of the Bi yard of Trade alluded to, by which we find that

Such of the inhabitants who chose were treated by the di- 
rectors with a gratuitous trip to Canterbury and back, and many 
hundreds availed themselves of their liberality. 
The Edinburgh and Leith Atmospheric Company have decided 
on instructing their directors to proceed with the bill, subject 
to a clause for the suspension of the works till the shareholders 
determine on proceeding. The numbers who voted for this 
course were 462, representing 2,310 shares, against 309, repre- 
senting 1,545 shares, who wished the Company to be at once 
dissolved. 

The people of Banbury having become somewhat wrath with 
the Great Western Company at the delay which has taken place 
in the commencement of the Oxford and Rugby line, the bill for 
which was obtained last session, have held a meeting, at which 
they have agreed to a petition praying the legislature not to 
grant power to that company to make any further lines till they 
have fulfilled their pledge by making the Oxford and Rugby.

DISSOLUTION OF RAILWAY COMPANIES. 

The following is an extract from a circular which we have received 
from the Board of Trade, describing the bill for the purpose of enabl- 
ing railway companies to be dissolved :— 

‘ By the bill it is intended to provide for the calling of a meeting 
of the shareholders either by the managing body or by a given 
number of shareholders, at which meeting it is intended that the 
holders of a majority of the shares in the company, or the holders 
of three-fifths of the shares belonging to those present or repre- 
sented by proxy at the meeting, shall have the power to determine 
npon the dissolution of the company. 

“ Due provision will be made for a sufficient public notice being 
given of the time and place of meeting, and of the mode iu which 
absent shareholders are to be represented by proxy. 

* Upon the dissolution being carried at the meeting, the property 
of the company is to become vested forthwith in certain persons to 
be appointed for the purpose of winding up the concern, and after 
discharging the liabilities for distributing the surplus. 

“The actual holders of scrip are to be taken as shareholders en- 
titled by themselves or their proxies to attend the meeting.” 

Lord Dalhousie will introduce the bill into the House of Lords 
immediately on their mecting after the present recess, and it is pro- 
bable that it will pass into a law in a few days, as no opposition is 
coutemplated.

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH. 
Friday.—Wooimar v. Topy.—Mr Sergeant Kinglake applied for a 
rule to show cause why the verdict in this case should not be set 
aside, and a new trial had. The grounds of the application were 
upon the facts of the case as they appeared on the trial, which have 
already been published :—The defendant applied to the Direct Exe- 
ter, Plymouth, and Devonport railway directors for forty shares, for 
which he was to pay within a reasonable time; but defendant found 
that, in the meantime, the names of the provisional committee and 
directors had been altered, and other names substituted; he also 
alleged that there was an abandonment of the scheme at the time of 
the allotment ; that the application for the payment of the deposit 
was not made within a reasonable time; and that there were vari- 
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ances in the mode of setting out the number of shares; and that the 
company were bound to go before Parliament. ‘There was also a 
series of resolutions to the effect that the company should be dis- 


solved, and the scheme abandoned, on the 30th of December.—Rule 
granted. 





RAILWAY MEETINGS.

CaLEepontan.—An extraordinary meeting of this company took 
place on Thursday week, in Gibb’s hotel, Edinburgh, at one o’clock, 
for the purpose of approving of the bills connected with the railway 
now before Parliament; J. J. Hope Johnstone, Esq., M.P., chairman 
of the company, in the chair. The secretary having read the notice 
valling the meeting, and specifying its object, the chairman said they 
were now met in compliance with a standing order of the House of 
Lords, which required that bills for new works should be submitted 
for the approval of the shareholders. They had all been read a 
second time in the House of Commons, and were only waiting to go 
into committee on an early day in May. Mr Rankine then read the 
titles of the bills. ‘The chairman stated that no further explanation 
appeared to be necessary, and that he therefore would only move that 
the bills now submitted to the meeting be approved of. ‘Lhe motion 
was seconded by Alexander Ilastie, Esq., and carried. The chairman 
then stated that the shareholders were also assembled for the pur- 
pose of having submitted for their consideration and approval certain 
agreements which had been entered into with, Ist, ‘Che Glasgow, 
Paisley, and Greenock company; and 2d, The Glasgow, Barrhead, 
and Neilston company. Before putting the question for their ap- 
proval, he wished to enter into a short explanation of the grounds 
which had induced the directors to form a close alliance with the 
companies just named. In the first place, with regard to the Glasgow, 
Paisley, and Greenock company, he thought the arrangement pro- 
posed a highly advantageous one. The miveral traffic which the 
union of the two lines would derive from the districts traversed 
would be of great amount, and an important source of revenue. Dut 
it was in'respect to the crowded nature of the Glasgow harbour, which 
now required a considerable extension to accommodate the shipping, 
and the necessity for that company having access to a deep-sea har- 
bour, that the arrangement was of the utmost consequence to their 
interests. At present there was not anything like sufficient accom- 
modation at Glasgow for their purposes, and it was essential, there- 
fore, that the shipment of their mineral traffic should be made where 
there would be no obstruction from the overcrowding of the harbour- 
age, It was agreed to guarantee to the Greenock company 4 per 
cent. on a capital of 500,000/ as a minimum dividend, until the revenue 
of the amalgamated lines exceeds 5 per cent., and after that to re- 
ceive | per cent. for every additional 1 per cent. paid to the holders 
of the Caledonian stock. They knew quite well that the railway at 
present did not pay more than 24 per cent. of dividend, and it might 
appear startling for them to guarantee so much as 4 per cent. But 
then it was quite obvious that the line was at present in a most ano- 
malous condition. If but one-half of the estimated quantity of coal 
were carried along the amalgamated line at one shilling per ton on 
23 miles of railway, the revenue from this source would be more 
than sufficient to pay the guaranteed per centage. But, besides, a 
short line was always worked at a most disproportionate expense. 
‘The saving on the cost of working the two lines as one, would be no 
less than 5,000/, by their having only one establishment of oftices and 
superintendences to maintain. The same reasons applied to the 
agreement with the Glasgow and Barrhead railway. ‘That railway 
passed through an exceedingly rich mineral district, and would bring 
the Caledonian in connection with Kilmarnock—a county abounding 
in all the materials for rendering a railway prosperous. ‘The terms 
agreed to by the Caledonian were a guarantee of 8 per cent. on the 
original capital of 150,000/ as preference stock ; a guarantee of 6 per 
cent. on 150,000/ for making the rails of the line double, also as pre- 
ference stock. Any additional capital that might be required not to 
be guaranteed.—Mr Rankine, the secretary, then read the agree- 
ments, which were unanimously agreed to, and after a vote of thanks 
to the chairman, the meeting separated. 

Granp Juxction,—A special general meeting of the proprietors 
in the Grand Junction railway company was held in Liverpool on 
Thursday, in the Cotton Sale rooms, for the purpose of drafts of 
several bills now before Parliament being submitted for approval. 
‘The chairman of the directors, Mr Charles Lawrence, presided. The 
chairman briefly stated the purposes of the mecting ; after which, Mr 
Swift, the law clerk, produced the bills to be submitted to the pro- 
prietors. The first was to enable the company to make a line from 
Hayton, to join the Grand Junction railway at Aston, crossing the 
Mersey by means of a bridge; another to make a line from Huyton 
to Warrington, also, from Huyton to St Helens; also, from War- 
rington to Kenyon, and to Gilborne; also, from Showhill to Porto- 
bello; and avother to make an additional line between Edghill and 
Huyton. The remaining bills were for the amalgamation of the 
Grand Junction, London aad Birmingham, and Manchester and Bir- 
mingham ; to make several branches to connect the main line with 
the Liverpool and Bury; the North Union; the Manchester, Bolton, 
and Bury, and the Liverpool, Preston, Manchester, and Southport 
railways ; and also for constructing a pier and other works at North 
Meols, to vest in the Grand Junction, and the Manchester and 
Leeds, the North Union railway: three bills empowering the South 
Staffordshire Junction railway company to make certain railways, 
and the Grand Junction to subscribe: and, lastly, a bill to enable 
Lord Francis Egerton to make a line from Runcorn to Preston 
Brook, and empowering this company to lease the said line. After a 
short conversation, the whole of the bills were approved, and the 
usual powers of alteration, &c., given to the directors, after which the 
meeting separated. 

OxrorpD anD Rucsy.—The great delay in commencing the works 
on this line, for which an act was obtained by the Great Western 
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company in the last session of parliament, has very greatly annoyed 
those gentlemen of Banbury and the ne ‘ighbourhood by whom they 
were supported in obtaining that act.

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FOREIGN RAILWAY NEWS. 


FRENCH RAILWAY INTELLIGENCE. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 

Panis, April 15.—Singular and very damageable incidents have occurred 
since my last about the Western railway sclieme. I told you that the two 
competing companies had come to an agreement, and that 148,000 shares 
should be given.to the shareholders of Versailles (right and left bank), in 
order to amalgamate’ both concerns. This agreement had indeed been 
entered into between MM.
